I have worked under 11 different principals, each 
wielding their visions and ideas on the direction that our school would be heading. Each era the school was affected by the 
changes in the local neighborhood, whims of the Newark Board of Education, and finally, dictations from the various educa- 
tion directors from the state of New Jersey. 
| As a young teacher in the late 1960's, during the Newark riots, I witnessed the disruptions in the city spill over into Barrin- = Continuing the?) 
ger. The school was riddled with numerous false fire alarms so that intruders could enter the school and fuel daily disrup- 
tions. The fights would begin in the cafeteria when black and white students would gather in separate areas of the cafeteria. 
Soon the chairs would fly and some students and teachers bolted from the room. Not much instruction in the classrooms was 
conducted during those difficult times, as packs of students and intruders would inhabit the school hallways until the police 
interrupted the incursions. 

When I started teaching at Barringer, I was asked by the head coach of the wrestling team to be his junior varsity 
coach. Since I had wrestled in college, I had some experience and agreed to his request. Then in 1969, an English teacher 
asked me if I would co-advise the Athenaeum yearbook with him. After much reflection, I decided to give up coaching for 
designing yearbooks. However, when the English teacher left Barringer in 1970 I became the sole yearbook advisor. 

This year marks my 40th year as the faculty advisor to the Athenaeum yearbook, and 25 years as advisor to the 
Acropolis News, the school newspaper. I have worked with 40 different yearbook staffs sometimes numbering as many as 20 lf 
students and as little as 2 students. Each staff had ideas and a character of their own. During these years, I often had to be a 
teacher, problem solver, mentor, referee, an arbitrator, father and friend. 

In the beginning, before computers and digital photography, I was always hands on as an advisor. I often complet- 
ed some of the work myself. But later I learned how to allow students to complete the yearbook pages. I learned how to be an 
advisor. 

In 1986, I realized that in 2 years the school would be 150 years old, so I began researching the history of Barringer High 
School. In 1988, I completed the work and had the complete story printed in the 1988 yearbook. During this exploration I 
learned much about Barringer's rich history and the famous alumni that passed through our hallways. Someday I would like 
to come back to Barringer and update the school's history. 

I believe the most significant year of my high school experience was when I was a freshman at Barringer. I had 
failed 2 classes and was in with the wrong crowd. One day while playing baseball I slid into home and shattered my leg. So, 
for the next 5 months I was bound in a full leg plaster cast and I was not able to attend school. As I lay there in bed, waiting 
for my leg to mend, I had time to consider my life. I realized that at school I was heading in the wrong direction and was 
determined to change. 

When I was finally able to return to school I was motivated to raise my grade point average, and so for the next 3 
years I attended summer school to make up the courses I had missed while waiting for my leg to heal. This experience taught 
me that all individuals have the capability to turn their life around. 

Each year of my teaching career, this concept is what I have attempted to instill in my students: to be successful in life you 
must make the best of the hand that life deals you. I am hoping that each and everyone of you in the class of 2010 finds a 
place in this world, and when you feel down and out that you will remember this, you have the strength within yourself to 
overcome any obstacle in your path. And finally, always be proud that you are a graduate of Barringer High School.
